" Probing Will Be Meieseoatich, 

~ Prefacing his remarks with the state- 
ment that the Investigation would not be 
conducted in a. sensational way, but 
“after the fashion of care and delibera- 
tion that generally characterizes’ senate 
inquiries,"’ the senator said: 

“The extent and use and the kind of 
Fork performed by the secret service, 
under the djrection of the heads of cer- 
tain departments, have greatly and 
Startlingly. ween amplified during the 
past few years, and it is this situation 
Which has attracted the attention of the 
enate, arid is the foundation of its in- 
vestigation. The president’s message is 
bniy secondary in its Importance as af- 
ecting this investigation. -The course to 
be pursued by the committee is in no 

spect an investigation of the presi- 
fent, and is not, by any means, the re- 
ult of his message. The work’ of the 
ommittee will not be in any way limit- 
a as an answer to that message. Nor 
s there any _intention, as has been 
tated, of prolonging the investigation 
gntil after. the fourth of March. Indeed, 
doubt whether it has ever entered into 
he mind of any of the most Imagina- 
ive of senators to prolong the investi- 
ation and to call upon President Roose- 
elt as a witness when he becomes a 
private citizen.

Callahan Has a Record. 

Callahan, who as ‘Deacon Callahan” 
and “High Sheriff Callahan,’ became 
famous in the times of the Hargis reign 
of terror, persuaded Sheriff Crawford 
yesterday to escort him into town with 
twenty men to face the bar. (C&llahan 
is alleged thirteen years ago to have 
killed James Deaton. 

The party arriving from Callahan’s 
home at Crockettsville, found the Dea- 
tons rallying to their standards, and the 
two bands pf desperate men took up 
positions opposite each other this morn- 
ing and have remained there, glaring 
and threatening ever since. 

Judge Taulbee left when the factions 
arrived and has announced that it will 
take troops to bring him back to town. 
Callahan says that this is the third time 
he has come to Jackson to answer the 
charge, and declares that if he is tried 
later it will have to be in his home at 
Crockettsville.

Today the pitiable plight of survivors 
claims universal attention. The relief 
of their suffering calls for the concen- | 
trated effort of all nations. The dead 
are dead, but countless thousands of 
half-demented, naked and starving sur- 
vivors, some wounded and some unin- 
for food, 
water, clothing, shelter and medical at- 
tention. 

Shiploads of Wuattives. 

Every channel] open to the govern- 
ment has been utilized to this end, and 
other nations have been quick to come 
to its assistance, even before the cry 
for aid° went up. Shiploads of fugitives 
have been carried out of the stricken 
zone to Naples, Palermo, Catania and 
other ports, and, according to the min- 
ister of marine, rescue vessels to the 
number of thirty-six are now. centered 
in the strait of Messina, ang 5,000 sol- 
diers are being landed on the two 
coasts. 

Most tmportant of all now is the 
question of tke living. Thousands of 
those who escaped the falling walls 
and the sweep of the tide are starving, 
and without clothing or she}ter. They 
can scarcely longer. survive their suf- 
ferings. The first thought has been to 
carry food and covering for these help- 
less people, and it has now been de- 
cided by the government to send a fleet 
of emigrant steamérs to transport 
them to other places. 

Many Intermittent Shocks. 

The latest reports received at Rome 
state that there have been many inter- 
mittent shocks following the first, to 
which the greater part of the destruc- 
tion is attributed. The British warship 
Minerva reported by wireless to Malta 
that two severe shocks occurred at 
Méssina last night. 

Professor Ricco, director of the ob- 
servatory at Mount Aetna, states that 
his instruments have recorded forty- 
two distinct shocks after the first, but 
that during the last fourteen hours 
they have been almost motionless. 
Aetna and Stromboli are now “quiet. 
and he is certain that the earthquake 
was not of voeleanic, but geological 
origin, similar to that of 1785.

In 1907 the state derived a revenue 
of $223,000, from the liquor traffic. This 
year that sum was considerably”reduced 
when the barrooms in Birmingham and 
several ot! places were closed. The 
revenue for 1908 will, however, amount 
to $75,000. The loss of this revenue is 
regarded as a serious one in some quar- 
ters, and predictions are freely made 
that the state will suffer for lack of it. 

Mobile Peculiarly Affected. 


Mobile and Mobile county are pecu- 

larly affected by the new law. The 
schools of both the city and county 
are supported by the liquor tax, every 
cent of which goes to their maintenance. 
‘As the law stands now, the schools of 
the county get about $80,000 annually 
from the saloons, and those of: the city 
about half that sum. With the dawn- 
ing of the new year’s sun, a new con- 
dition exists, and the schools will have 
to discover some other source ‘of reve- 
nues. An appropriation: by the legisla- 
ture: of $50,000 for the schools’ of the 
county will, however, soften the effects 
of the blow. 
“It is estimated that about 500 saloons 
were closed in the cities of Mobile, Mon- 
gomery, Selma and Anniston, the princi- 
pal towns of the state not already dry 
when the prohibition law went into ef- 
fect. An authority on. the Subject has 
figured that each place Supports at least 
tifteen people, counting the owners and 
the employees and their families. Ac- 
cepting these figures as correct, {t- will 
be seen that 7,500 people will be di--+ 
rectly affected by the closing law, to say 
nothing of the man who has been accus- 
tomed to getting his toddy whenever he 
desired. - ;

Ellis, who had been sent by the sup- 
porters of Charles P. Taft as an emis-

Horror of Situation Grows. 

The horror of the situation at Messina 
and Reggio grows. with every fresh dis- 
patch. One of the correspondents places 
the death ‘roll throughout the entire ter- 
ritory as djigh as three htandred thou- 
sand, but this appears to be extreme. 
Others make their estimate two hundred 
thousand, but. the official, estimate as 
made by the minister of marine still 
holds to 115,000. 
Relief expeditions which have. been 
making their way to Reggio have en- 
countered tremendouse obstructions all 
along the route. ‘They report eighteen 
provincial villages besides those already 
mentioned in Calabria as having been 
completely ruined. This would indf- 
cate that the earthquake did‘not confine 
its work to the coast. What has become 
of the inhabitants. of these villages is 
not known. Those who were left alive 
after the destruction of their homes 
doubtless joined the great army of refu- 
gees seeking safety or have fallen by 
the wayside. ,

In spite of the’ untversal mourning 
and distress, the sovereigns Were sa- 
luted when they disembarked by ‘the 
firing of guns from the Italian and 
foreign warships at Messina. As the 
king and his party set foot on shore 
they were greeted with scenes of inde- 
scribable woe. His majesty spoke high- 
ly in praise of the Italian soldierg and 
the sailors from the foreign warships 
for their heroic work of rescue. 

Her majesty, the queen, talked with 
the wounded on board the ships in the 
harbor, comforted the women, spoke 
kindly to the. children and promised as- 
sistance. Everywhere the visit of the 
sovereigns has imparted fresh impetus 
to the work of rescue. 

Starvation and Pestilence. 


To the terrifying spectacle of death 
caused by Monday’s earthquake has now 
been added the horror of starvation and 
the feature of a spread of pestilence, 
In the ruins of Messina, Reggio and va- 
rious_ towns in Sicily and Calabria lle 
the bodies of the dead, which it has 
bee@ impossible to. extricate, while 
everywhere thousands of homeless and 
hungry persons throng the littered thor- 
oughfares. Words are inadequate to ex- 
press the horror of the ruin and desola- 
tion that has overwhelmed Calabria and 
Sicily, where the earth’s trenvolings and 
fire and water have combined to change 
the smiling, verdant country into deserts. 
Messina exists no longer and at least 
thirty years will be necessary to repair 
the. ruin that nature’s violences have 
wrought there. | 

In many cases entire bulidings have been 
swept out to sea and no trace of them 
remains. Flourishing villages have been 
wiped out of existence. In some of the 
smaller towns, such as Palmi, near 
Monteleone, the suddenness and the com- 
pleteness of the catastrophe was oOver- 
whelming. Of the 14,000 people living in 
Palmi, only a few soore are alive today. 
Yesterday 2,200 corpses were buried in 
the cemetery there.

sacked everything that came to their 
hands, seeking food, drink and cloth- 
ing. _Revolver shots rang ott over 
the horrible din and confusion. Fi- 
nally tohgues of flame shot up in the 
darkness, showing that fire was com- 
pleting the work of destruction. 

Messina was burning and masses of 
flames in the darkness showed where 
fire was completing the destructive be- 
ginning of the -earthquake. A few 
skeleton houses here and there were 
all that remained of the once beautiful 
and prosperous town, 

Ghoul-like figures  flitted the 
semi-darkness, risking their lives 
among the tottering ruins, not to as- 
sist the agonized sufferers, but in 
fiendish strivings to profit by the ap- 
palling: disaster which had overwheim- 
ed the city. They were robbing ,the 
dead and dying and acquiring pos- 
sessions which they had no means of 
protecting or conveying away. 

$4,000,000 Dug From Ruins. 

Russian sailors dug out $4,000,000 from 
the ruins of the Bank of Sicily and hand- 
ed the treasure over to the Italian naval 
commander. ‘Two Russian sailors alone, 
at the risk of their own lives, saved 110 
persons, 

Sailors from Ahe foreign warships had 
gathered together 300 wounded and were 
caring for them in the pwhblic garden at 
Messina.

SHUWN TO JURY 


Dramatic Scene at Trial of Mrs, 
Erb for Murder, 


MRS. ERB BROKE INTO SOBS 


When the Bloody Garments of Her 
Husband Were Exhibited—Mrs/ 
Erb’s Story of the Killing 
as , She Related It 
to Officer. 


Media, Pa., December 3!.—The first 
story of the part Mrs. Florence Erb 
played in the tragedy that made her 
a widow and, with her sister, Mrs. 
-Catharine Beisel, a/defendant charged 
with the murder of Captain J. Clayton 
Erb, was told to the jury in their trial 
here today. It Was related by Eugene 
F. White, deputy coroner of Delaware 
county, one of the first officials to ar- 
rive at “Red Gables,” the Erb home, on 
the night Erb was. killed. “Mrs. Erb 
told me,” he testified, “that she was 
passing the captain’s bed room, and 
that he opened the door and called her 
vile names, ‘This caused a discussion 
between us, and the fuss that was 
overheard by the servants,’ she said. 
Mrs. Erb also said to me ii 
picked up a vase from ae tabie 
in the hallway, threw it at 
him, and hit him. I then went to 
my room and telephoned for my sister 
to come over from: the hotel. She did 
so, and, after searching the house, she 
went to the sitting room on the second 
floor. I went to. the bath room. As I 
came. from the bath room, the captain 
appeared with a pistol. My sister, fear- 
ing he would shoot me, came from the 
sitting room and grappled with him. 
That’s all I know about it.’”’ 

White also told what Mrs, Beisel said 
ofthe share shetookinthe murder. “I 
asked her why she shot Erb,” the wit- 
ness said. ‘“‘l did it to save « iorrie,’ 
Mrs. Beisel told me. She said; ‘He had 
a gun in his hand; going to shoot my 
sister. I was like a tigress, I had the 
strength of seven women. I grabbed 
the pistol and pulled the trigger, and 
gy on pulling it. I could not stop 

Shortly before noon Mrs. Erb, while 
the dead man’s bloody pajamas were 
being held up betore the jury to sus- 
tain detailed evidence, gave way to her 
emotions, and broke into hysterical 
sobbing. ! 

White’s testimony favoreg the con- 
tention of the defense that Erb was in 
possession of his wife’s pistol at times. 
Mrs. Erb had told the witness that her 
husband took the weapon from her bed 
room before the tragedy, and that she 
had not seen it for two weeks.

Lack of regard for traffic rules and 
regulations, and ignorance of the Grant 
ordinance, which clearly and succinctly 
Outlines them, under five short, brief 
heads, is given as the cause for so many 
automobile afrcidents in Atlanta of late, 
Which has resulted in loss of life, in- 
jury to person and damage to property. 
According to police reports on them, in 
very nearly every instance the traffic 
ordinance has been violated, and the 
rights of the road not respected. 

The Grant Ordinance. 

The Grant ordinance on this subject, 
which the police are rigidly enforcing, 
and which brings into court some of- 
fender daily now, provides the following 
rules: 


Rule No. 1. Keep to 
street. 

Rule No. 2. Keep to the right when per- 
mitting another vehicle to overtake’ you, 
which vehicle shall pass to the left of the ve- 
hicle, not street car, overtaken. 

Rule No. 8. In order that al] vehicles on 
each side of the street shall be headed’ in 
the same direction; owners, drivers or. agents 
of vehiclés are required to turn, if neces- 
sary, when stopping at the sidewalk so that 
the sidewalk will be on the right of such 
driver when. such stop is made.

STANDING IN THEIR OWN LIGHT. 


tween Atlanta and College Park should refuse or even hesitate to give to the 
important project of widening to sixty feet that roadway, when the undoubt- 
ed result must be considerable and almost immediate appreciation in their 
values. 

It is understandable how a man might stand in the way of a desirable 
public improvement, if it involved a personal financial sacrifice; but the 
man who refuses to invest $100 to earn $500, or perhaps in even greater 
proportion, is evidently in need of a guardian. 

Besides, it is not a question of paying out any money; not one. cent is 
asked, but only permission to take for public use in widening one of the most 
valuable driveways in Fulton county, twenty feet from the front of those 
lots abutting upon the western side of the road. 

All the property owner has to do is to give his consent; the county has 
agreed to do the rest, even to the restoration of his property at its own ex- 
pense to precisely the same appearance and condition in which it stands 
today. 7 

He should look upon that consent to the use of twenty feet from the 
front of his lot as an investment, for it is one which will bring, in the near 
future, abundant and handsome return. - 

The city of Atlanta, under practically the same terms and conditions, 
a dozen years ago, added ten feet to the width of Whitehall street from 
Windsor to the Central railroad; the property owners were not asked to 
spend one cent, but only to give five feet from the front of their premises 
on either side of the street. They saw the advantage to themselves and they 
gave it as one man. The result was a splendid thoroughfare—but not yet 
wide enough. 

There are few improvements that will do more for the southern side of 
Fulton county than the construction of this proposed sixty-foot driveway 
from Atlanta to College Park. It is, in fact, essential to ordinary progress. 

It ought not be necessary to point out to any one the value and import- 
ance of a modern, up-to-date roadway, and that is what Fulton county pro- 
poses to construct at its own expense, if the property owners will only 
let it. 7 

The vast majority of the. property owners upon this roadway have seen 
the wisdom of it and have already- given their consent; but this is one 
of the class of public enterprises whose success requires unanimity of 
action.

Editor Constitution: I noticed a short 
while ago. in your valuable paper an 
editorial in. regard to questions some- 
what on the line of the remarks be- 
low, to-wit: the loss that was oc- 
casioned by the want of proper. stan- 
dardising and enforcing the regulations 
- regard to acale Weight and measure- 

ent testa. A little experience of my 
own will show that if the same rule 
prevails every where, there is ground for 
the suggestions in the editorial. 

A few years ago the writer was con- 
nected with farming operations tm- 
volving considerable outlay of funds 
for fertilizers. As an experiment, I took 
ten sacks that were whole and untorn 
E that shoulg have weighed a ton, 
‘and weighed them. The result was that 
the sacks weighed !,786 pounds, sacks 
and all, This was a loss of 264 pounds 
on 2,000—over I$ per cent of the total, 
over $200 on 100 tons of fertilizer sell- 
ing at $16, as this did. No computa- 
tion is or was made for torn sacks, 
which woulg have made the loss much 
greater. Now, provided the ratio of 
shortage held good (and not having 
made further experiments, I cannot 
sey), and the ratio affected others, 
what must have been the discrepancy 
to a whole section? 

But, had I taken the pains to raise 
the point about it and demanded fe- 
payment for shortage, how would I 
have been placed? The manufacturer 
or Jobber could have said that I had 
no Official proof, for there was no 
standard set of tests in the county, and 
the scales, although presumed as ac- 
curate as possible, had not been offi- 
cially certified, and it would have only 
been one set of scales against another.

Nathaniel Hawthorne once commented with a whimsical precision on 
the fact that we were inescapably debtors to dead men, in that we lived in 
their houses, adhered to their customs and governed ourselves by their laws. 
' That such procedure may become a positive detriment is the belief of 
The Saturday Evening Post, of Philadelphia, which commends President 
Roosevelt for making up his mind to forswear Coke and Blackstone should 
their dicta interfere with a righteous administration of the causes of today. 

It is true that, in the bulk of instances, the statutes handed down from 
generation to generation are freighted with the accumulated wisdom and 
experience of their time, offering safe and conservative guidance for their 
legatees. To the extent that they rest on fundamentals that do not vary 
from age to age, such enactments are of extreme and indispensable value. 

Where they are founded, as is too often the case, on the vagaries of a 
temporary mob spirit visible in legislation, or in the necessity of framing 
expedients to meet transient problems, they are worse than useless, so far 
as their usefulness to the inheriting generation 1g concerned, federal and 
state procedure in the last ten years has established that ‘they are even 


contemplated. ' 

It would be difficult to overestimate the manner in which the criminal 
and civil codes of today are overladen with such archaic provisions, brought 
into existence absolutely without cognizance of the changed and changing 
order of our economic status and too often offering a refuge for men of 
large purses and elastic consciences. , 

The spectacle of dead men as arbiters of current issues does not always 
comport with a just, a broadened and an effectual administration of justice. 

Proof is not lacking that a wholesale, yet discriminate, revision of state 
and national laws would go far toward abolishing the exasperating appeal 
to technicality as well as the inequitable binding power of precedents that 
have long outgrown a justification for existence.

Prominent Cracker Manufac- 
turer Dies After Long 
Illness. 


Thomas Sumner Lewis, the widely 
known cracker manufacturer, died yes- 
terday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock at his 
home, 647 Peachtree street. His death 
was due to arterial sclerosis, which was 
followed by several complications, For 
the past several days his condition had 
been extremely critical, and the end was 
not unexpected. 

Mr. Lewis underwent a serious opera- 
tion about two years ago, and though 
he returned to his business he never 
entirely recovered. He had severa] re-

Thomas Sumner Lewis was born at 
Barnstable, Mass., September 24, 1847, 
and was 6! years old his last birthday. 
As a young man he went west, where 
he was in business for a time, coming 
to Atlanta in 1873, and entering at once 
the cracker manufacturing business. To 
this business he persistently devoted ali 
of his time and energy, building it into 
one of Atlanta’s most successful and 
important 7 ..nufacturi: g enterprises. In 
more recent years his son, T. S. Lewis, 
Jr.. has been associated with him in the 
business, and while his father was suf- 
fering from the complaint which ulti- 
mately resulted in his death, relieved 
him of many of his business cares.

Thousands of Californians Object to 
Increase in Rates. 


San (Francisco, December 3!.—With the 
adoption of resolutions declaring Tie pro- 
posed increase of transcontinental freight 
rates to be unjust and a discrimination 
against California shippers, both import- 
ers and exporters, “‘rate day’’, was ob- 
served throughout the state yesterday 
by enthusiastic mass meetings {[n thir- 
ty-odd cities and towns.

Makes Fine Showing 


i TWO YEARS ARE COMPARED

| meport Ghows Comparison of Work 
Dore in 18908 and 1907 — Com- 
missioner Makes Some Very 
Important Recommenda- 
tioms to the Counctfil. 


Commissioner of Public Works Henry 
L. Collier has finished his annual re- 
port, and he makes a most excellént 
showing, considering his reduced appro- 
priation and the small force of convicts 
he had on the public works during the 
, Car. 

The commissioner of public works’ 
report for the year #908 is very fuli, 
giving in minute detail every piece of 
work on every street, sidewalk: and 
sewer during the year. 

Below is given a synopsis of the 
.eading features of the report. 


In several particulars Mr. Collier com- 
pares the work of 19U8 with the work 
vi 1907, which had been his “‘best year.” 

In 1907 the department put down 8.8 
miles of new pavement. dn 1806 the de- 
partment put down 9 miles of new 
pavement, Increase, .8 mile. 

In 1907 we repaved 397,028 square feet 
with chert and macadam. In 1908 we 
-epaved 489,970 square feet with chert 
and macadam. Increase, 92,942 square 
eet. 

In 1907 we put down 346, 163 square 
ieet of gutter paving. In 1908 we put 
down 242,200 square feet of gutter pav- 
ing. ‘Decrease, 102,963 square feet. 

in 1907 we graded 10 miles for new 
sidewalks. In 1908 we graded 23 miles 
for new sidewalks. Increase, 13 miles 
for new sidewalks. 

In 1907 we graded ''10,646 cubic yards 
of earth. In 1908 we graded 115,706 
cubic yards of earth. Increase, §,060 cu- 
bic yards of earth. 

In 1907 we constructed 564 perch of 
Masonry. In 1908 we constructed 1,109 
perch of masonry. Increase, 545 perch 
of masonry. 

In 1907 we unloaded and distributed 
'$2 carloads of sewer pipe. In 1908 we 
unloaded and distributed 16) carloads of 
gewer pipe. ilmcrease, 19 cars of sewer 
pipe. .

Asphalt Pavements. 
In his report, Mr. Collier says: 


‘uring the year it has taken $5,000, 
to keep the asphalt pavements in safe 
condition, notwithstanding all pave- 
ments, except a portion of Washington 
street and Auburn avenue, are still. un- 
der guarantees. 

“No asphalt contractor gives any at- 
tention atever to the pavement he 
laid and guaranteed. 

“The city repairs and sues, and years 
hence we may have the cases decided. 

“IT insist on letting to contract~no 
more street work, but rather to properly 
equip a construction department with 
modern machinery, give it thirty young 
white men, and kt all: street work be 
done by the city department. 


Bitulithic Pavements. 


“The bitulithic pavement hag proven 
entirely satisfactory, except on Lee 
street, next to the street car tracks, laid 
on ballast. These breaks are attributed 
to improper track construction and to 
no defect in the pavement. 

“The many trials of a combination 
pavement, asphalt or bitulithic paving, 
on the streets and bricks next to rall 
of car tracks, have all proven unsatis- 
factory, ag shown on Mitchell, Peach- 
tree, from Ellis to Pine, Lee, Park and 
Gordon streets, The plan has been aban- 
doned by both city and county. 

‘The only proper way is to place the 
Same pavement from curb to curb, 


Modern Wood Block Pavement. 


“After three years of servicé, mod- 
ern wood block pavement is a decided 
success. The EKdgewood avenue and 
‘Broad street paving was not as well 
laid as that around the Candler build- 
ing or on either Edgewood avenue 
bridge, Magnolia street bridge, or Nel- 
son” street bridge. 

“Our experience confirms the opin- 
fon that wood block pavement should be 
laid on a mortar bed of one part of 
Portland cement to three parts of 
screened sand, with water sufficient to 
make the mortar stiff enough to hold up 
the block, which should be pressed down 
to firm bearing with a properly formed 
template. Also that the blocks should 
be treated with an oil of creosote of a 
specific gravity of not less than 1.09. 

“To insure all necessary conditions, 
the city should purchase at once a wood 
block plant, and have the entire work 
of constructing this pavement done by 
her own construction department, 

‘‘A satisfactory pavement for grades 
over 6 per cent, where noise is not ob- 
ectionable, can be made of granite 

locks, 4x8x6 inches, on concrete, with 
pitch filler. 

“We have no pavement more danger- 
ously slippery than the granite block 
pavement on West Alabama street and’ 
Madison avenue, where the grout filler 
was smeared over the surface of the 
blocks. 

“Any money spent on old granite 
blocks, with a view of improving the 
Pavements, except to work out holes and 
ditch depressions, will accomplish no 
goad. 

“For six years we have importuned 
each council to pass such ordinances as 
will protect our pavements from a spe- 
cies of vandalism that would bankrupt 
any corporation but a municipality. 

“The commissioner of public works 
alone should have authority to grant a 
permit to open a pavement, and he 
should be held rigidly responsible for 
all cuts so made. 


Sidewalks and Sewers. 


“During the year, we graded for 23 
jles of new sidewalks—more than dou- 
ble any previous year. 

‘Our sewers have given more trouble 
than ever wefore. Too small and too 
few catch basins constructed to proper- 
ly care for street paving and adjacent 
property.”’ 

Attention is called to errors in the 
location of catch basins or curbing— 
frequently they fail to connect by sever- 
al feet, thereby making it necessary to 
tear down and rebuild the catch hasins, 
which amounts to quite a sum each 
year. 

Commissioner Collier, in-his report, in- 
timates that instead of putting other 
work on the engineering department, it 
might be better to take from it. 

He suggests that the council of 1909, | 


tigate the causes of these oft-occurring 
errors in_locating curbing and _ catch 
basins, with a view to have the same 
avoided.

REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, December 3!.—The week's 
developments tend to bring out in clear 
relief the firmness of the 
cotton. In spite of obstacles which 
would usually have been deemed insur- 
rovuntabile, prices have advanced. Froin 
present appearances it looks to many ag 
though there will be a premium for 
some time to come on each month as It 
is reached. Tinus, December has been 
at a premium of as high as 42 points 
over January. It has only just crum- 
bled under selling by the December 
c‘ique. It now seems likely that Janu- 
ary will go to a premiuni over March. 
though hitherto it has been at 
a discount for March, January 

*“‘notices”’ on Thursday for the 
the delivery, estimated at 130,000 bales, 
though the largest ever known on a sin- 
gle day, strange as it may seem, so far | 
from having a depressing effect, were 
actually the signal for an advance. To 
many this looks like the handwriting 
on the wall. They think it eloquent tes- | 
timony .to the value of the actual cot- 
ton, or a suggestion of coming events | 
casting their shadow before, for the 
behoof of those who would sell short. 

Receipts, though smaller than recently, 
have continued relatively large, and the 
close of the calendar year sees an 
amount of cotton brought into sight 
never before equaled. Yet, prices have 
advanced. Trade has slowed down, as 
usual at the close of the. year, and there 
is some fear that the discussion of the 
tariff. may delay a business revival in 
1909. Speculation, too, has continued 
narrow. It is confined, for the i vst 
part, to professional’ operators, and 
some well-known people in the cotton 
trade proper. Half a dozen southern 
states have anti-option , legislation, 
though protests against it are begin- 
ning to be made in Texas and some 
other parts of the south. 

It is contended that the elimination 2f 
speculation forces farmers, spot cotton 
dealers and a few others, to carry the 
crop and that the price has suffered 
accordingly. (However this may be, 
speculation is sluggish and complaints 
are becoming louder that the present 
price of cotton makes it an unprofita- 
ble crop. Finally, American and con- 
tinental spinners having bought freely 
fer some ~_ are supposed to De at 
least fai well supplied. The stock 
at New tt in the meantime fRias been 
iiicreasing by leaps and bounds. ‘I'he 
increase during ° December is’ 110,000 
tales. Bears think the crop is 13,500,00y 
bales to 14,000,000 bales.

the jury of the commercial world. Kut 
the fact that the market thas risen su- 
perior to them all and vindicated itself 
in a noticeable advance, encourages the 
believers in a much greater advance tv 
ccme. The firmness of the spot mar- 
kets, the large exports and the enormous 
quantity of cotton taken by spinners 
are things on which the bulls lay a 200d 
deal of stress. They think that fully 
13,000,000 bales will be 
that more, if possible, will bé bought by 
spinners, owing to the good quality and 
the cheapness of the price, if it contin- 
ues anything like at its present figures. 
Wall street sticks, for the most part, 
to the bull side.

A step toward reform in the distribu- 
tion of sugar was taken this week when 
the American and Howell announced 
that in the future assortments must ac- 
‘company contracts, which will fe ac- 
cepted subject to seven days’ delay in 
shépment. 

Refiners, generally speaking, showed 
little interest in raw sugar, 50,000 bags 
of Culbas and one small lot ofisurinams 
being bought on the 3.67c-duty-paid 
basis. Cubas were offered less freely at 
the same equivalent, at the close of the 
week, but buyers held off either for 
larger lines or in the expectation of low- 
er prices after the holidays. The Ciiban 
situation encourages a waiting policy, 
as 48 centrals are now grinding, the 
weather being reported as favorable. Ke- 
liable estimates figure the crop at over 
400,000 tons larger than last year, the 
yield in other producing sections being 
also very promising with the exception 
of Europe. It is thought, therefore, in 
local circles that refiners will average 
a much cheaper stock of raw sugar than 
for the past unsatisfactory season. 


The Rice Market. | 


The rice market the past week ruled 
very quiet, wholesale grocers being much 
more intereSted in preparing for inven- 
tories, though some business for Janu- 
ary shipment was reported, Jobbers are 
hopeful of a good demand next year, as 
the stocks in distributers’ hands are not 
large and prices are ‘lower, especially 
Japans.
